With 10 per cent, or about f: 
25,000, of the world’s plant 
species thought to be em 
dargered, plart biologists are 
racing against time {o study 
primitive cultivars (that is, 
cultivated plants) and wild 
species that may be of use to 
man. 1 

In a booklet pubtished by. 
the World Wildlife Fund, 
Robert and Christine 
Prescott-Ailen offer a useful 
restatement of the case for: 
preserving even the most 
obscure species, and a sume 
mary of progress t6 date, 

Modern cultivars have 
often been bred for certain [: 
characteristics : giant fruits 
and storage organs, seedlesw |. 
nêsg, ease of harvesting and 
the like. Other qualities, sach 
as diseaşe and pest resistance 
pr envirormental adaptability, 
may suffer ; and the tendency 
towards monoculture dagera |. 
vates the effects of that 
genetic insufficiency. 

In the case of pests and 
diseases, the authors write: 
*“ Sometimes, evolution ig so 
rapid thar the pathogen has 
overcome the resistance be 
for a new variety can be 
put on the market.” 

Wher the lack of a ‘certain 
characteristic threatens the 
viability of a particular crop, 
plant breeders look for that 
characteristic in the various 
relatives on a descending 
scale : modern cultivars, land- 
races (the traditional or pri- 
mitive cultivars), ard fihally 
the wild specics. 1 

Cross-breeding with wild or 
primitive species has becn 
instrumental, for exarrple, in 
increasing sunflower xiclds 
by 20 per cent and more than |. 
doubling sugar yields of 
cane, while “the new cherry 
rootstock ° Malling’ Colt — 
a cross betwecn the cult’ 
vated cherry and the wild 
Prurus pseudoccrasus from 
Northern China—has virt 
aly saved a United Kin 8 

m cherry industry . . . from 
decline ”.. 

Prospects for plant Corser 
vation are still uncertain, the 
authors conclude, especially 
when compared with the j 
overwhelming public interest 
in the conservation of large 
wild mammals. Cross-breed- 
ing of wild plants can take 
a very long time, perhaps 20 
years ‘in some cases ; during 
that period, habitat destruc 
tion may well have wiped out 
thousands of species that 
bave not even been 
discovered.

El Salvador leaders 
deny guerrillas 
are wimming civil war

The Washington Post, in a 
special report today, said the 
Army has lost control of a quar- 
ter of El §alvador's territory to 
the guerrillas. The Army was 
in imminent danger of losing 
Jand access to nearly half the 
country if the rebels coarinued 
a bridge demolition campaign. 

‘The Faraburio Marri National 
Liberation Front (FMLN) claims 
1o have destroyed 32 bridges 
this year, isolaling towns and 
parts of provinces where the 
guerrillas have freer reign and 
ave ser up local governments. 
Most spectacular of the sabo- 
tage was the destruction of the 
country’s largest bridge, the De 
Oro over the Lempa river, 48 
miles from San Salvador. Sefior 
Duarte and Colonel Garcia dis. 
missed this as am act of terror. 
ism that could have been accom- 
plished by any small group of 
trained guerrillas. 

Colonel Garcia said: “There 
has been anı increase in 
terrorism in recent months, 
isolated but coordinated ter 
rorist artacks, They create an 
appearance of success," When 
guerrillas saw they could not 
win militarily, they shifted to 
a campaign ta destroy rhe 
country economically by blow.
